0 dyssey To H ave A Second Boat

T he 600-passenger Odyssey cruise 
liner may soon have a "little" sister. 
The liner's owners have revealed 
plans for a 400-passenger sightseeing vessel. 
The plans came out when Dimitri Mallious 
attorney for the 0 dyssey owners went before 
the ABC Board last month. 

The Odyssey already has an ABC 
license M allious' careful reading of theABC 
law suggested that ship owners can put more 
than one vessel on the same ABC license 
Land-based ABC license-holders, on the 
other hand, need a license for each "estab¬ 
lishment." Furthermore, if a bar-owner

M etro's long-anticipated opening of 
the final portion of the Green 
Line could occur as early as next 
January according to Metro's World Wide 
Web site Metro is putting the finishing 
touches on five newly constructed Green 
Line stations in Southeast D.C. and Prince 
George's County. Stations will open atCon- 
gress Heights, Southern Avenue, Naylor 
Road, Suitland, and Branch Avenue near the 
Beltway. The Green Line extension will 
make many difficult-to-reach locations more 
accessible to the general public. For example, 
the station at Congress Heights is within 
walking distance of St. Elizabeth's Hospital 
and a thriving business district on Martin 
Luther King, Jr. Boulevard S.E. 

Of major significance for Southwesters 
is the fact that the new stations are all near 
major roads traveled daily by Southeast and 
PG County motorists who currently com¬ 
mute to D.C. via Southwest. Many hun¬ 
dreds of these motorists will no doubt switch 
to Metro after the Green Line extension 
opens This could greatly reduce rush-hour 
traffic congestion in Southwest. If so, thefre- 
quent weather-induced bumper-to-bumper 
traffic tie-ups on the Southwest Freeway, the 
South Capitol Bridge and M Street S.W. 
may soon be a thing of the past or at least a

Mosquito Control 
Can Stop West Nile 
Virus 

Dead birds found on Hains Point in 
Southwest, with West Nile Virus have 
motivated the D.C. Dept, of Health to 
increase emphasis on mosquito control. 
M osquitoeslay 100-200 eggs on the sur¬ 
face of water in discarded tires, clogged 
rain gutters, flower pot trays, wading 
pools, upside down garbage can lids, etc. 
In about 10 days adult mosquitoes hatch 
and live about 2 weeks, not far from 
where they hatched. They land on 
humans or pets and have a blood meal. 

Insect repellents containing DEET 
on exposed skin and clothing are best for 
driving off the pests. "Breeding can be 
reduced by eliminating standing 
water... One discarded tire can produce 
tens of thousands of mosquitoes over a 
season," theDept. of H ealth warns. ■
